Financial and Commercial 
DAILY AVALANCHE 1580. 
Monpay Eventne, April 19 

In most departments of trade there has 
been more animation since the date of our 
last weekly review, but, as a general 
thing, the run of prices has not been sat- 
isfactory,and it may therefore be said 
that mercantile men are not more than 
making expenses. The weather has been 
unsettled with much rain, and ploughing 
and planting is still very much retarded. 
It is not expected there will be any trade 
to speak of until some headway is made 
with the crops. The negroes are working 
well but scarcity of plantation hands is 
still a leading complaint, to which add the 
lateness of the season and assurances of 


— — 


stations on the 


agricultural prosperity are not such as 


would be desired. It is encouraging, how- 
ever, to learn that more corn, etc., will be 
planted than at first supposed, which is 
one of the fruits of the prolonged stagna- 
tion in cotton. In this respect, at least, 
it may be claimed that it isan ill wind 
that blows nobody good.” Dry goods 
dealers have experienced a satisfactory 
improvement in that line of business, 


but, like grocery and provision dealers, 


are making little or no profit on their mer- 
chandise. What with the unsatisfactory 
course of gold, and general merchandise, 
trade has been more active than profitable 
since January, The demand for provis- 
ions has been light and high price phil- 
osophers are much less sanguine than 
they were some weeks ago. In many 
sections the people have meat enough for 
the season and we may still note liberal 
receipts of bulk meat and bacon from Ar- 
kansas, as well asthe fact that the con- 
sumption of beef, as a substitute, is large- 
ly on the increase. Advices from North- 
ern pork markets do not foreshadow any 
advance, much less the famine prices 
looked for, a result of the short hog crop. 
We are in receipt of Phillip’s Provision 
Cireular, dated Cincinnati, April 16, from 
which we quote as follows: 


The market for provisions during the 
early part of the week was dull, and a de- 
spondent feeling prevailed, especially 
among the weak and scary hol liders, and
